session SEEKS 

FEDERRL SUPPORT

Toronto, Oct. 21. — A nationol compoign for government scho- 
larships was passed unanimously today as the Notional Federation 
of Canadian University Students moved into plenary session. 

The motion proposed by the University of Toronto. and seconded 
by Laval further stated thot • • • ( 

(B) The bosis of the campaign to be conducted by eûch univer- 
sity in its own area should, it is recommended, be an approach to the 
public for support of student requests for government scholorships 
and bursaries as well as direct requests to government and the- en- 
listing of students support. 

(C) This campaign shall be con- 
ducted in such a way as to take 
into account the fact that pro- 
vinces may or may not ninke an 
arrangement with the Federal 
Government for the provision of 
ndeciuntc scholarships and bursar- 
ies. If the latter alternative pre- 
vailed the Federal Government and 
the Provincial Governments affect- 
ed will be urged to negotiate 
agreement whereby more scholar- 
ships and bursaries for students 
in such provinces may be finan- 
ced." 

Enthusiastically Endorsed 
The resolution, a major 
item in the National 
Program of NFCUS for 
this year, was enthusiastically en- 
dorsed by speakers from nil le- 
gions and passed unanimously. 

In international affairs a vote 
of censury was passed by the In- 
ternational Affairs Commission 
on The Varsity for their coverage 
of lAC debates on membership in 
the International Union of Stu- 
dents. 

Headline Said Misleading 
The Commission objected parti- 
cularly to the headline in The 
Varsity (student newspaper of 
the U of T) which read "Inter- 
national Commission Approves 
lUS Membership." The lead para- 
graph of the story, according to 
members .of the Coihniission, also 
gave a false impression. Clyde 
Batten, editor of The Varsity, 
denied that the article and head- 
line were, misleading. 

The International Affairs Com- 
mission did in fact approve two 
motions, one rejecting associate 
membership in the lUS at this 
time and the other empowering 
NFCUS delegation of observers to 
the next lUS conference to take 
out full membership for NFCUS 
should the lUS meet four stated 
conditions.' Both motions are sub-

AN ENCOURAGING DEVELOPMENT 



The resolution urging increased government 
:Scholarships, together with the fact that it was 
T^Mible to get the support of every Canadian 
l^wrsity for this resolution, is perhaps the most 
^^ourciging development' in this year's NFCUS 
^inference. 

For the first lime concrete action is proposed 
in this field and it is just this that previous 
NFCUS resolutions have locked. Rather than ex- 
pressing the customary pious hope that the gov- 
ernment will soon see fit to proviide us with more 
scholarships, it is at last proposed that we do 
something about it. 

The field of action which v/as chosen is, we 
think, on appropriate one. Government scholar- 
ships and bursaries ore, or ought to be, of vital 
concern to Canadian students and it is just sticH 



a fundamental issue that it is the Federation's 
job to tackle. 

Whether this campaign will succeed is doubt- 
ful. Students in Canada ore not and will never be 
the powerful political force that they ore in other 
countries of the world and a NFCUS decision is 
unlikely to bring about any change in government 
policy. We doubt if it would be a good thing to 
hove Canadian students a really powerful lobby. 
But their lack of power does, not relieve NFCUS 
of its responsibility to make an effort. 

We think that the motion as passed is a good 
one. For once it is a concrete proposal for definite 
action with a definite purpose. It Is a pity thot 
this cannot be said of more NFCUS resolutions.

QUr,'iTIONt Do you believe 
a national Canadian student 
organization can ever work? 

ANSWKR: Why not? Is there 
any anlhroiiological evidence that 
Canadians are an inferior race? 
If so, I stand corrected, otherwise 
I see no reason why we can't have 
an effective national student or- 
ganization here, as in many other 
countries. 

It is true that any national stu- 
dent organization has to be adapted 
to local condilion.s. For instance, in 
Canada, we can't hojjo to have the 
■liomondous success and tightly- 
knit organization of the British 
NUS. "rhere, every university is 
within a few houm of every other: 
our universities sti-etch across a 
vast continent. We Canadian stu- 
dents are nota homogeneous group, 
we don't all apeak the same lan- 
guage, and the ^expensejof getting 
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us together In one place for a con- 
ference is enormous. The distance 
between us will always hamper our 
activities, because nothing Is- dealt 
with so well by letter as by a facc- 
to-facc meeting or a telephone call. 
Distance is NFCUS' biggrest enemy, 
far more formidable than the scep- 
tics who think we should drop the 
matter of NFCUS as a bad job. 

Howver, dispito the NFCUS dif- 
ficulties of liotorogonity and dis- 
tance, I ibelicvo a Canadian student 
organization can work. By the very 
fact that we are all students, we 
have similar interests, and espe- 
cially, similar financial difficulties. 
We alt want more scholarships, 
lower fees, lower transportation 
coasts; many of us want summer 
jobs, many of us arc interested in 
national art, literature, sport, and 
debating competition. By the very 
fact that we have different regional 
poi'sonalities in Canada, our contact 
with students from other univer- 
sities is tliat much more interest- 
ing, Wu need seminars and confe- 
rences to bring students together, 
to promote a congnizance of a na- 
tional student community to keep 
alive a Conadian way of looking at 
things which allows for individual 
and racial differences in the face 
of the conformity influx from the 
south. 

All these things and more we 
want and need as students. I hope 
the NFCUS Conference this week 
will bring us toward these goals. 
We have gone down to Toronto, 
not with a panacea, but with cer- 
tain concrete projyosals of how to 
start on our way. These goals will 
not be achieve tliis year, or next 
year; it will take several years to 
build up NFCUS, but this year we 
hope to make a stait. The organi- 
zational difficulties are immense, 
It Is true: we must not allow then 
to become overwhelming.

discrimination is strictly a local

In the fraternity ispuo, The 
Ubyssey had printed the names of 
the three fraternities on the cam- 
pus with discriminatory clauses in 
their constitutions. 

It added that the names were 
being revealed "for the informa- 
tion of students who are now 
rushing fraternities." 

Object to Manner 

President Dick Underbill of the 
Alma Mater Sosiety said: "We 
have no objection to The Ubyssey 
printing the names of the three 
fraternities, only to the manner in 
which it was done." 

McGiil Intra Fraternity Council 
president Hugh Faulkner said it 
was not an affair of the IFC. 

"It has never been an issue at 
the council," he said, but is "up 
to the individual fraternities." 

Secretary Ron Fagan said seve- 
ral fraternities here <lo have fo- 
gregation clauses in their national 
constitutions, because of the "com- 
plaints of southern chapters." 
Stems From Frat 'Law' 

He said that by fraternity 
"law," any member of a particu- 
lar group can visit the rhouse of 
another chapter in the same group, 
and "southerners wouldn't appre- 
ciate having a colored boy visit 
them." 

He added there is no opposition 



to a colored boy joining a frater- 
nity here.
